DEMOCRATS ARE JUBILANT 


Expect Quick Senate Passage and 


Early Adjournment — Party 
Leaders’ Views on Bills.

WASHINGTON, June 5.—In record- 
breaking time the House passed to-day 
and sent to the Senate.the three meas- 
ures that comprise the Administration’s 
anti-trust programme. They are the 
Railroad Capitalization bill, providing 
for the close regulation and, control by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission of 
issues of railroad.stocks and bonds; the 
Covington. bill créating an ‘Interstate 
Trade Commission, ‘with broad ‘inquisi- 
torial powers over’corporations engaged 
in interstate commerce, and the Clayton 
bill, ‘whose provisions are designed to 
strengthen and support the Sherman 
law and other acts against monopolies 
and restraints of trade.. 

Barely a dozen days had been occu- 
pied in consideration of the legislation 
on the floor, with the House sitting as 
‘a Committee of the Whole, while the 
actual passing of the bills required less 
than an hour, 

Separate votes were takcn on each 
bill, and, as anticipated, the majorities 
were overwhelming. The. Covington 
Interstate Trade Commission went 
through, with no demand for a record 
vote, and there were only a few faint 
nays. The Clayton Omnibus bill passed 
by a vote-of 275 to-54, and the Railroad 


Capitalization bill, a.substitute offered [ 


by the Interstate Commerce Committee 
for the Reyburn bill, was passed by a 
vote of 325 to 12. In the Senate, when 
the bills are taken up there, it is likely 
that the three will be combined into one 
measure, this course having already 
Ween determined tentatively by the Sen- 
ate Interstate Commerce ‘Committee. 
The last of the three bills to receive 
the House’s attention was the railroad 
capitalization measure, which ‘was.com- 
pleted in Committee of the Whole yes- 
terday just before the House convened 
as a body for the final votes. The In- 
terstate Commerce Committee divided 
the Rayburn bill into two sections, in 
order that one might stand if the con- 
stitutionality of the other failed in the 
courts. Should the bill be finally en- 
acted it would make it unlawful for com- 
mon carriers to issue stocks, bonds, 
notes, or other evidences of indebtedness

QUEEN UNRUFFLED 
BY SUFFRAGE PLEA 


Would Forgive Invasion of Royal 
Court-—— Miss Bloomfield’s 
Mother Apologizes.

LONDON, Saturday, June 6—The 
scene in the Throne Room at Buck- 
ingham Palace ‘on Thursday night 
was*caused ‘by’ Miss Mary Blomfield, 
the ‘elder daughter of Lady Blothfield 
and ‘the. late Sir<Arthur Biomfield 
Associate of the-Royat Academy. In 
response to an inquiry from The Daily 
Mail, Lady Blomfield sent the follow- 
ing telegram: 

“Lady Blomfield desires to state 
that her daughters did not accompany 
her to the Court on June 4, but: ar- 
rived later, without her knowledge 
The appeal was entirely Miss Blom- 
field’s own idea. Lady Blomfield saw 
nothing of the incident, which she and 
her whole family deeply deplore 
Lady Blomfield wishes further to 
state that she is in no way connected 
with the militant suffragists.”’ 

One who was present at Thursday 
night’s Court says: 

“Lady Townsend had just present- 
ed her sister, Mrs. Walrond, _and 
passed on, wheh Lady Blomfield, fol- 
lowed by her two daughters, moved 
forward. Lady Blomfield had curt- 
sied to the King and was making her 
bow to the Queen when her daughter, 
who was then before his Majesty, 
suddenly went down on one knee and, 
flinging out her hands, sought to 
address him. 

““Apparently startled by her daugh- 
ter’s voice, Lady Blomfield turned 
around, and at the same moment the 
other Miss Blomfield stepped forward 
to her sister and caught her by the 
arm, Sir Douglas Dawson, who with 
the Lord Chamberlain was standing 
at: the right of the King, went. to 
Miss Blomfield, and with the assist+ 
ance of other officials half led, half 
carried her. out of the chamber, her 
mother-and sister following the little 
procession. 

“ Only. those néar the throne knew 
what really occurred. Most people 
thought that a débutante had fainted. 
The King and Qudéén were most un- 
concerned and gave no indication of 
having witnessed the incident.” 

Both Sisters Suffragettes. 

Both the Misses Blomfield are 
known to be supporters of the suf- 
fragette cause. Curiously enough, 
someone who heard the daughters de- 
clare themselves militant suffragettes, 
had his suspictons aroused when he 
heard that they were going to the 
Court. At first he thought of com- 
municating his suspicions to the Lord 
Chamberlain’s office, ‘but, fearing the 
warning would be regarded as a 
canard, he refrained. 

There is reason to believe that in 
the course of the day ‘the two young 
women feared that their intentions had 
become known, So they .announced 
that, owing to indisposition, they would 
be unable to attend the Court, and re- 
mained. in. their. private sitting room 
when Lady Blomfiela@:left her hotel in 
an electric brougham with the young 
married woman whom she was to pre- 
sent, Soon afterward the Misses. Blom- 
field left the hotel, closely wrapped 
up, but it is now evident that they 
had on their Court’ dresses and that 
the. electric brougham ‘which. took 
their ‘mother to the palace afterward 
picked sted up tor the same aetinn- 
tion. 

They had no ‘difficulty. in gaining ad- 
mission to the palace, as they had al- 
ready been presented at Court) and so 
would have received tickéts for Thurs- 
day night's function on signifying by 
leaving cards that they were in Lon- 
don. ; 

Invitations te Court Canceled. 

The incident resulted in further pre-

New. Process: Will. Eliminate 
Boiler, Engine, and Dynamo, 
Says-Famous Inventor. 


BIG REDUCTION IN COST 


Ten Years’ More Work to Perfect 
Methods—-Great Results Expected 
from Light Storage Battery. 


Thomas A, Edison predicted yesterday 
that before many years had passed elec- 
tricity would be derived directly from 
burning coal for commercial purposes. 


‘More than 100-of the foremost authori- 


ties on electricity in this country had 
been working on various processes for 
achieving this result, ;he said, and suc- 
cess was at last an absolute certainty. 

‘It will require ten or fifteen ‘years 
more work—it has taken nearly a hun- 
dred years to reach the point ‘we have 
now attained,” Mr. Edison ‘said. 

He was seen in his laboratory at Lake- 
side Avenue and Valley Road, West 
Orange, N. J., by a Trims reporter-after 
he had finished his afternoon. experi- 
ments with a light battery for autgmo- 
biles, on which he has been working a 
long time. -Asked if he was devoti 
his personal attention to the problem o 
obtaining electricity from coal, the eta. 
tion of. which, it is asserted, will make 
it possible to produce electricity at a 
fraction of the present cost, Mr. Edison 
said he was interested only from a sci- 
antite viewpoint. 

Iam getting™to be an. old: man,’’ he 
said, -‘‘and I am afraid. it will remain 
for others: to bang industry. this new 
owner But it's.a certainty, that’s the 

rtant thing, and no man living can 

timate how vastly it will affect the 
commercial use of electricity in the 
future.’ 

The new method, it was explained, 
would ultimately eliminate boiler, en- 
gine, and dynamo in the transformation 


of the heat produced by the burning of | 


coal into electrical power.. By the pres- 
ent process of making electricity, in 
which these three middle processes must 
be used, approximately 30 per cent. of 
the original power is tost thro . the 
boiler, 70 per cent. of this is lost t _— 
the engine, and only 90 per cent. of 

engine power is finally. converted into 
kilowatts. _More than four-fifths of 
the original power is lost through. the 
intricate process, and, whereas one 
pene of good coal should produce four 

lowatts ‘for an hour, or five and a 
half horse og only three-fourths of 
a kilowatt hour is derived from it. 

It is on the principle of the thermopile, 
a thermoelectric “battery ’’ which has 
been long used to detect. slight varia- 
tions in heat, that most of the scientists 
are basing their experiments at present. 
By this means a silight.electric current 
is generated when the junction of a 
circuit of two wires of ‘different metals 
is heated. The small amount of current 
produced is not sufficient to light an 
electric bulb, but can be readily de- 
tected by a galvanometer, The electric- 
ity is produced, it was explained or 
day at the Edison laboratory. 
rapid movement of the tiny fF 
of each metal when heated German 
inventor, Johannes Marschall of Dres- 
den, has recently patented a modifica- 
tion of the principle which he believes 
will be of commercial value. It con- 
sists of a large furnace containing a 
series of thermopiles made of: heat-re- 
Sisting metals, and 1s said to deliver a 
lighting current for a fuel cost slightly 
lower than that under the method in 
general use. Mr. Edison discussed 
Marschall’s furnace briefly yesterday 
afternoon. 

“Tt is not practical for commercial 

urposes,”’ he said, ‘‘ but indicates that 
the solution to the great problem. is 

ing sought among scientists , the 
world over. By his method, however, 
only i per cent.. of'.the: power: of the 
coal can be converted into electricity. 
A number of Americans are working on 
methods’ somewhat different from this 
and are obtaining. gra titying results. 
fees. we have ees in convert- 
ing. between 2 and per. cent. of the 
coal power into clnctrieiey. 

en asked if it was seattle to esti- 
mate the percentage.of power which 
would be saved, Mr. Edison said. that 
that could not be done at present. When 
the new process. has been rfected to 
the extent that more than per cent. 
of the coal power can be made use of, 
it will be — to the preeert, process 
and the equipment required for gen- 
poten orn city will insignificant 
eg oe to the present equipment. 
he ossibilities are boundless,”’ he 

said. can’t anticipate them. I don’ 
know much about electricity—nobody 
does We know only one millionth of 
all there is to be known about jt.” 

A few of those who have made a 
close study of 4 subject say that when 
the new precess‘has been developed to a 
sufficient degree it will be possible to 
propel ocean liners by electricity, there- 
by saving the present great waste of 
power necessary bd pp boilers and en- 

hes are used, and making it pnassible 
or liners to travel with a much smaller 
tonnage of coal. 

While Mr. Edison considered the ulti- 
mate uses of the new process more or 
less as conjecture, at present, and be- 
Heved that no conjecture could do them 
justice, he spoke more confidently of 
the ees storage Ms battery he has spent 

any yehrs 

" 1 have od a method of .making 
storage batteries of just half the weight 
of those in general use,’’ he said, ‘‘ and 
am now working as hard as I can to re- 
duce this weight. It has been said that 
the light storage battery will make 
sible the operation of eenes by elec- 
tricity. at is impossible. Aeroplanes 
will never be operated by electricity. 
The light storage battery, however, will 
make it possible to build ‘a light electric 
automobile which can carry a great deal 
of power and go long distances without 
being. recharged. That is the sole mis- 
sion of such a battery, and it will not be 
long before we will have light electric 
automobiles that everybody: can afford 
and anybody can handle. 

One .of the foremen of his laboratory 
said that Mr. Edison had been working 
unusually hard on his storage battery 
lately, and had been oom with the 
irregularity for which he noted. Al- 
though in his sixty-eighth year, 
Edison a red to be in excellent 
health. When asked if he would take a 
yacation this year -he replied:

Experiments Have Increased 
‘Efficiency of Those Aided. ' 


WOULD EXTEND SYSTEM 


Funds Enable Mothers to Stay: with 
Their Children, and This Safe- 
guards Youngsters’ Morals. 


After experimenting for 
months with private pensions for a few 
families and studying conditions sur- 
rounding the other 500 families in its 
care, the New York Association for Im- 
proving the Condition of the Poor has 
decided that the State or city or private 
charity organizations should _ provide 
pensions for dependent widows and chil- 
dren. This was announced in a report 
issued by the association last night: 

The decision is based, according to the 
report, on the health and efficiency of 
the children and mothers in thé fami- 
lies to which the association granted 
pensions, as compared with the health 
and efficiency of the members of other 
needy families. Fifty pensions have 
been granted since the assoclation be- 
gan its experifment in ‘Décember, 1912, 
and of these seven have been discon- 
tinued because the increased efficiency 
of the families made them unneéessary, 
Of the other forty-three families, the 
report says, only eight of the mothers 
are working outside of their homes, and 
these aré spending only a short time 
peily ied fg? <ia™ their children. In the 

of familiés studied, which 
vere ol ven regular pensions, the re- 
Dost says t nearly of the mothers 
working away from home and their 
chiaren are necessarily neglected, 

“The effect of this enforced neglect 
is indieated by the evidence of wa 
wardness and truancy among the c 
dren,” the report sets forth. ‘ Twe nty- 
four are in correctional institutions at 
the present time.”

> The amendment of this city’s San- 
ftary. Code in 1918 to permit. the 
use of wood alcohol: in preparations 
‘Inténded for external use appears to 
have been unwise. Sihce its adoption 
the use of wood’ alcohol in toilet 
waters, bay rums, hair tonics, cologne, 
&c., has rapidly increased. Out of a 
total of 233 toilet preparations recent- 
ly ,examined by the Department of 
Health. more. than .one-third . were 
found te contain this adulterant. The 
requirement that such preparations 
indicate the presence of wood ‘alcohol 
on .the label.is frequently evaded. 
But. even ‘proper labeling does not 
help the patrons of barber shops, who 
cannot read the labels from their 
chairs. 

Taken’ internally wood ‘alcohol. is a 
deadly poison. « Applied externally to 
(| the face it may. cause dermatitis, and 
in séme cases blitidness. _ Wood aloo- 
hol is highly useful and valuable in 
certain industries. But its presence 
in ahy preparations intendéd for ‘hu- 


ited. That was. the. conclusion 
reached by Prof. BASKERVILLY after 
an exhaustive study for the State 
Factory Investigating Commission in 
1912.

A:‘GREAT ART LEADER. 

When Wiliam M. R. FRENCH en- 
tered Chicago’s School and Museum 
of Art less than forty years ago the 
fine arts were regarded by the rough- 
barked Chicagoans as effeminate and 
exotic; .not nearly so valuable, for 
instance, as the beef industry that 
was making their city famous, Last 
year Director’ FRENCH saw his mu- 
seum attended by more. people than 
crowded the Metropolitan Museum in 
this city, and the day ‘before he died 
GEORG BRANDES was praising. the 
paintings exhibited in Chicago and 
comparing the increasing sense of 
beauty in the rich Western cities 
with the Renaissance of Venice and 
Florence. é 

Mr. FRENCH not only used exquisite 
judgment in the acquisition of art 
objects for Chicago; but he preached 
his aesthetic. ideals throughout the 
country. “The. art school connected 
with the Chicago Art Institute be- 
came one of the largest in tho world, 
and its pupils became in: turn mis- 
sionaries of the gospel.of taste and 
appreciation of the finer realities of 
life that is doing more for civilization 
in America than. all the indoctrinat- 
ing of the social “‘ uplifters.”

‘“ ss at the contention, so 
by “Ethics. dear to doctors of a 
certain class, that medical news; no 
matter ‘how important or how interést- 
ing to the general public, should always 
have its first presentation in the official 
organs of the profession. They insist 
that any doctor who procures ‘or even 
permits announcement ‘of his achieve- 
ments or discoveries in the daily papers 
is a sinner beyond compassion or re- 
demption. 

Disagreeing utterly -with these sur- 
vivals from another age, and realizing 
that thé war against disease neither is 
nor ought to. be a mystery carefully 
guarded from the uninitiate, the editor 
of American. Medicine says that. the 
great majority of physicians first learn 
from the lay press of new things affect- 
ing their work. They do look. for the 
full and accurate details later in the 
technical journals, but “if the facts 
were not mentioned elsewhere they 
would come to the attention of only 
those few men who happen to see a par- 
ticular journal.’’ Then comes a mag- 
nificént Mlustration of the truth: ‘* This 
is the way that Mrenps.’s great discovery 
was lost for over twenty years.’’ 

It was, indeed, and for a good deal 
over twenty years—for thirty-six, to be 
exact, For it was in 1865 that. MenbDEL 
wrote the essay on hybrid peas. which 
now ranks among the greatest three or 
four contributions ever made by one 
man to science.. In the most orthodox 
and ‘“‘ethical’’ manner it was first 
printed—a year later!—in the “‘ trans- 
actions * of the society in Brunn: for 
the study of the natural sciences to 
which he belonged. There, if it had a 
single reader, not one of them even 
glimpsed its importance, and it’ remained 
buried from the world until 1900, when 
some strange chance brought it at about 
the same time to the attention of three 
men who could appreciate its worth and 
meaning. 

Had -Menpau’s paper, or an intelligent 
abstract of it, appeared first in a real 
‘newspaper with a real circulation it cer- 
tainly would have-come,to the notice of 
the group headed by Darwin, the theory 
of evolution. would. have beén at once 
modified, and a: vast amount of subse- 
quent work in this field would have 
been done in a.clear light, not a con- 
fusing fog of error as to the exact 
nature: of cross matings.

Demands, and Relies on Managers 
to Make Reasonable Concessions.

With Klaw & Erlanger, the Shu 
Willlam A. Brady,.and> other th 
concerns all 
formed United Managers Protective As- 
sociation of the Amugerthent Interests of 
the United States: and Canada, held its 
first general meeting at'the Hotel Astor 
yesterday afternoon behind closed. doors. 
President Marc. Klaw was in the chair 
and the meeting tasted from 2. o'clock 
‘until 6.. Several Hundred "theatrical and 
moving picture managers were present, 
and it was reported. that steps were 
taken to make a fight: upon the de- 
mands of the various theatrical anions. 
No action was taken in regard. to the 
Actors’: Equity’ Association, ahd it‘ was 
stated that the managérs’. association 
and the. actors’ society would work in 
harmony. 

President Klaw. ‘said “that‘ the regula- 
tion’ of: the amount- of. {hitiation. and 
dues for’ the individual and for the con- 
cerns representing many. interests took 
up most of the time yesterday. He an- 
nounced the appointment of: ‘an’ Ex- 
ecutive Committee by the Board of 
Governors that will have the practical 
direction of the ‘affairs: of’ the agssocia- 
tion. The committee is composed of A. 
L. Erlanger, William A.. Brady,- Walter 
Vincent, B..F..Albee,: and Al. Hayman. 

Mr. Klaw, after the , meeting, was 
asked if the new organization of actors 
which is making certain demands rela- 
tive to their contracts was discussed. 
He sald ‘no,’ and added that the man- 
agers have no grievance with the actors 


and eg of the demands of the play- 
ers, he said, were embraced in the 
tracts made with his ‘firm*and with the 
other larger managers. There -would 
probably be a division..of sentiment 
among the actors themselves, Mr. Klaw 
said, as to whether they would demand
